Tug Emperor Napoleon’s policy has ever been 
eminently tentative. Fearless and daring he is also 
slow and cautious in carrying out his designs. There 
arises hence a sort of contest within himself as to 
whether he will do or forbear, and the contradictory 
announcements of the Moniteur indicate with toler- 
able fairness, the oscillations of imperial sentiments. 
O3e day the Ministerial Journal announces that it is 
intended greatly to increase a Navy which already ex- 
ceeds anything which the defence of the honor or safety 
of France requires. On another day, we are told 
that an unlimited furlough is to be given to 200,000 
soldiers, and that both fleets and navies are to be re- 
duced at once to a peace footing, Announcements 
of this kind no longer misleead foreign powers. The 
policy pursued has so frequently opposed the policy 
announced, that men have learned to look upon such 
intelligence as designed to deceive. The Times, 
for instance, believes that the pacific sentence in 
the Moniteur was written in order to coerce Lord 
John Russell to deliver a highly pacific ad- 
dress. The monetary werld also, no longer 
regulates its bargains by such fragments of 
information. The funds may fluctuate a trifle up 
or down, but in either case a reaction takes place 
before the close of the day. Capitalists wait for some 
overt act, or some official declaration on the part of 
France, before they venture on any large speculation ; 
everything else is considered to be intentionally de- 
ceptive. We believe that these contradictory items 
of intelligences are really the expression of Imperial 
policy for the moment, and that they are thrown 
out, not so much to influence foreign Courts, as to 
ascertain the feelings and sentiments of the French 
people. In this light, then, the results of new an- 
nouncements in the Moniteur become of importance, 
as shewing the wishes of the French people, by 
whose will Louis Napoleon professesto reign. It is 
satisfactory then that upon the appearance of 
the article in the Debats hostile in tone to- 
wards England, the French funds fell, but rose 
again upon the prospect of peace. The addresses 
which have poured in upon Louis Napoleon from all 
parts of France, while eulogising his conduct and 
bearing in the war, all speak in approbation of peace. 
Although the French cease to mourn for those 
who die in battle, so soon as to cause 
our wonder, they are not unmindful of 
material interests. All trade and manufactures, ex- 
cept those immediately connected with warfare, had 
become paralyzed, and though no open murmurs 
were permitted to be heard, it is well ascertained that 
all the great commercial interests of France have 
suffered deeply. It is not reasonable to suppose that 
the French will now readily commence a war unless 
their honour be assailed, which would be ten times 
more costly and twenty times more dangerous than 
the last. 

On this ground, then, we believe that peace will be 
preserved, but it is our plain duty to see that our 
defensive preparations are rapidly carried forward. In 
the present temper and disappointment of the French 
suldier, no one can tell what a day may bring forth. The 
clamor which has created an invasion panic among 
ourselves may produce a furor for invading us 
among them. To be told continually, and on high 


authority, that the richest prize the world ever heard 
of lies open for them, if they will but make the at- 
tempt, is likely enough to create a desire to seize it. 
Our part, while repudiating the smallest desire of 
impeding the action or thwarting the policy of 
France, is quietly, continuously, and without offence, 
to put an end to all idea of invasion, either among 
ourselves or others, by making invasion impos- 
sible.

We rent the station from the 
Danes, and doubtless, we can rent it from the Ameri- 
cans on the same, or very likely, more favourable 
terms. If not, amongst the numerous islands which 
rise from the Indain Sea, like the mountain peaks of 
some submerged continent, we can surely find 
another which will answer all our purposes. Very 
probably, the fact that the place was the station of an 
English company, was one of the main inducements 
which led the Americans to purchase it. The 
entire island does not cover a space of more than 
thirty square miles, and of that, a great portion is 
unsuitable for cultivation. The only desirable thing

meet, then, by their representatives at Zurich, to reduce 
to terms the rough notes of their hasty peace, they 
must either confess all they have done for Italy to be 
utterly abortive, or they must, at the eleventh 


hour, invoke other Powers’ to contribute 
their counsel and their sanction. The embar- 
rassment, therefore, the rash interference, the 


meddling without settled purpose, all usually charged 
to England, are this time chargeable entirely on the 
Continental ts ; and it is their fault, not ours, 
that at this moment Italy lies, one may say, in the gut 
ter,as the Imperial Crown did now and then ; and the 
Italians are likely to fight it out among themselves. If 
then, there is anything discreditable and perplexing in 
the present state of things, the reproach and the help- 
lessness belong entirely to France and Austria, not to 
ourselves. 

All that England is answerable for is her own inter- 
ference, which, as it was ineffective, so may be con- 
sidered harmless. The general effect of our counsels 
was to represent to France that if she pushed her suc- 
cesses too far she might find herself in collision with all 
the neutral Powers, and so involved in a war of uncer- 
tain consequences ; and to Austria, on the other hand, 
that as the neutral Powers would not interfere 
to establish her dominion South of the Alps, she 
must attempt it at her own risk. No doubt, this 


both allege that they have made a hasty peace in 
consequence of these unfriendly and threatening 
communications, it cannot be said that the neutral 
Powers have done harm, or done nothing at all. Lord 
Palmerston gives, as the truest, the right version of a 
current tale, that England had heedlessly put it in the 
power of Napoleon III. to show to Francis Joseph the 
hard terms we were ready to recommend him. He says 
we have simply performed the friendly office of com- 
municating to Austria the terms on which France would 
make peace. However, all this will be cleared by time; 
and we trust the Foreign Secretary will come out of it 
better than the Envoy Extraordinary to Vienna. 

What the Peace of Villafranca happily did is one thing; 
what it happily, or unhappily, could not do is another. 
It could transfer a province from one Emperor to ano- 
ther province in a somewhat new political position, to 
receive its character from the will of the two contracting 
Powers. It could also pledge them both to further a 
certain speculative proposal, That the two Emperors 
should cease to lead their subjects to mutual slaughter 
on these conditions was their own affair, and a 
most happy event for the world. The Peace of 
Villafranca could not and did not give Princes, 
Constitutions, Federations, Presidencies, and what not, 
to the other States of Italy, neither represented at Villa- 
franca nor at the disposal of the two Emperors. These 
two latter will send their Plenipotentiaries to Zurich to 
put the terms of peace into form, but neither they, it 
seems, nor anybody else, dream of the affairs of all Italy 
being so easily disposed of. No doubt, France and 
Austria will do as much as they can for this purpose. 
They are, however, fully aware of the impossibility 
of doing all they could wish; and Count Walewski 
informs the British Ministers that. his Government 
has always desired and still desires to see the great 
Powers concur for the definitive settlement of Italy. 
Accordingly, France hopes that the Puwers will be able 
to meet to confer on all the questions raised by the 
actual state of things in Italy, and which are connected 
with the general interest. The precise meaning of these 
terms is not a matter of importance. They are an ad- 
mission that the Peace of Villafranca has done nothing 
really but :ransfer Lombardy to Sar.linia, and promised 
something else, which is to receive its interpre- 
tation from time. ‘The arrangement which it is 
competent for Austria and France to make, 
as regards the territory at their disposal, and what- 
ever else they can do, may be done very shortly 
indeed. It will constitute part of what it called “the 
actual state of things in Italy,” and of course it will be 
necessary that the powers invited to confer upon that 
state of things should know all about the terms of peace. 

hen comes the further business, which may be under- 
taken this year or next, by the five Powers or by more 
—viz., the settlement of Italy. 

Of course, if there is to be a Congress for this pur- 
pose, England will be only too true to her unbroken 
prescription if she have a voice in it. We have repeat- 
edly interfered in the affairs of Italy at the invitation of 
various Powers, and it is needless now to demonstrate our 
right to do so if we are so minded. We have co-operated 
with France up to this very day in suggestions to the 
Court of Naples : and when Lord Clarendon at the Con- 
gress of Paris called attention to the state of the Penin- 
sula, he only did what he had a perfect right to do at a 
very proper occasion. If anything is done for Italy it is 
for the interest of Europe that the concurrence of every 
power should be secured. It is said, indeed, that the 
Emperor of Austria strongly objected to a conference. 
No doubt he hag reasons, and they are 
the very reasons why any Conference would 
be incomplete without his representatives. 
This however, is a matter for mature deliberation. 
As Lord John Russell says, a Confederation may bea 
wise measure, but impossible this year or the next. The 
general settlement of Italy, therefore, is not likely to be 
despatched as quickly as the conveyance of Lombardy. 
It will be a work of time, and, as far as we can see, - 
Emperors-of France and Austria will be very glad to 
leave England and the other Powers at liberty to carry 
out their own views of the Italian regeneration. We 
trust that we shall consider Jong before we undertake to 
interfere.

LIMERICK ELECTION PETITION AGAINST 
MAJOR GAVIN. 


London, Wednesday, July 27. 

The General Committee of Elections met to-day to 
strike a committee to hear the case of the petitioner 
against the return of Major Gavin, one of the sitting 
members for the city of Limerick. 

The following honorable members were nominated to 
serve on the committee :—Mr. James Milnes Gaskell, 
chairman ; Mr. Ralph W. Grey, Mr. A. E. Lockhart, 
Mr.:T. J. Miller, and Mr. M. Staniland.

Mr. Grey represents Liskeard, and was Private Secre- 
tary to Lord Sydenham, when that nobleman was 
Governor-General of Canada, and subsequently Priyate

The petitioner in the case of Limerick.is Mr. James 
Spaight, who represented that cityin the last Parlia- 
ment, having been elected after Major Gavin was un- 
seated on the petition of Mr. John Ball. 

The following are the principal portions of Mr, 
Spaight’s petition against the honourable and gallant 
major. in these portions will be found the main allega- 
tions made by Mr. Spaight :— 

“ That your petitioner was a

902 votes, and for your petitioner 807 votes, and the said 
returning officer thereupon declar-d that the said Francis 
William Russell and George Gavin had a majority of 
votes on the said election, and had been duly elected, and 
were accordingly returned as members duly elected to 
serve in the present Parliament for the said county of 
the city of Limerick.
